OCTOBER 30 THAT THERE HAD BEEN NO RPT NO MEETING OF 
PETROLEUM MINISTERS OF SIX ARAB OIL EXPORTERS DURING 
SUMMIT AS REPORTED BY MOROCCAN NEWS SERVICES (REFTEL). 
ONLY PETROLEUM MINISTERS KNOWN TO BE HERE WERE UTAYBA 
OF UAE, BELAID OF ALGERIA, AND ACCORDING TO ANOTHER 
SOURCE, THANI OF QATAR. LATTER SOURCE CONFIRMED THAT 
THERE HAD BEEN SIDE DISCUSSIONS OF OIL PROBLEM BUT NO 
FORMAL MEETINGS. 

2. WELL INFORMED AMERICAN JOURNALIST HAS TOLD US HE
